"His excellency was dreased." ho 


wrote, "in very tight silk trousers fast- 
ened partly up the sides with showy 
chased gold or gilt buttons — a. short 
Eton-cut olive greim Jacket with an 
infinity of buttons, white socks, orna- 
mented slippers, a red saah around bis 
waist, a kind of turban and a kris at 
his side. One could almost have Imag- 
ined him to be a Spanish bull fighter 
with an oriental finish off. 
We all 


bowed low. and th« sultan, surrounded 
by his sultanas, put his bands to his 
temples, and on lowering them he bow- 
ed at the same tide. 
There was a 


pause and the sultan motioned to us 
to repose on cushions on the floor, and 
we did so. The cushions, covered with 
rich silk, were very comfortable. Ser- 
vants in fantastic costumes were con- 
stantly in attendance serving betelnut. 


"One sultana was fairly pretty, or 


had been so, but the remainder were 
heavy, languid and lazy in their move- 
ments; and their teeth, dyed black, did 
not embellish their personal appear- 
ance. 
They all wore light-colored 


dual garments of great width and light 
bodices. 
Their coiffure was carefully 
finished, but unfortunately a part of 
the forehead was bidden by an ugly 
fringe of hair." 


His highness 
la a Mussulman by 


faith, acknowledging the supreme re- 
ligious authority of the Sultan of Tur- 
key, and 'beipg under the religious ob- 
ligation of all Mussulmans of having 
to m-ake a pilgrimage to Mecca. 


The sultan Is supreme In his author- 


ity over the lives and property of his 
subjects, but is advised in matters of 
state by a council of> elders. 
Under 


him, 
but not fully acknowledging his 


authority, are a number of petty 
chiefs, called Dattc«, who collect trib- 
ute in hia name, and pay over to the 
royal treasury, not that of Spain, but 
that of the sultan, euch portion of their 
revenues as remains after satisfying 
their own wants. 


Head Hunters of Samoa. 


It is stated on tne authority of Ad- 
miral Kautz, of the United States navy 
that the head hunting custom among 
the Samoans is an old one. 
The Sam- 


oan first cuts off the head of his dead 
or captured enemy. 
Then he carries 


it around in triumph, dances round it 
and holds a feast In honor of it. After 
this he prepares it with skill and care 
at his leisure in order to preserve it 
permanently as an article of domestic 
decoration and an heirloom in his fam- 
ily.

a day for three days. 
The stones are 


not hot enough to roast the flesh. The 
process has the effect of drying the 
head very effectively and of preserving 
it. 
The flesh assumes a leathery ap- 
pearance. 
After the process is com- 


plete, the head will last for an indefi- 
nite period—almost as long as a piece 
of old leather. 


The Samoan takes the preserved head 
and puts it in a network bag with very 
large meshes. 
Through this the dried 


and grinning features may be observ- 
ed, and it need hardly be said that 
they present a very awful appearance. 
The netting is red, which heightens the 
effect. 
The Samoan hangs this tro- 


phy in his principal living room in 
order to remind his children how val- 
orous and fearful a man he is. 


Head hunting flourishes in many of 


the Pacific Islands, and to a fearful 
extent in those islands which fringe 
the eastern coast of Asia. 
The Phil- 


ippine Islanders are generally addicted 
to it, and the Dyaks of Borneo excel 
all other races in the persistency and 
frequency with which they collect their 
grewsome trophies. 
:- 


To the credit of the Dyaks It Is said 


that they prefer Dyak heads. 
Among 


the Ilongotes, on the other hand, an 
intending bridegroom has to bring his 
bride a certain number of human heads 
preferably Christians. 


Among the Dyaks heads are in de- 


mand to place under the posts at thn 
foundation of a house as a gift to 9. 
dead man, or to ornament the hall of 
a chief's house. 
None but a successful 


head hunter is entitled to the honor 
of being tattooed. Skulls are used for 
drinking cups while the teeth and hair 
serve -for the adornment of the body 
and weapons. 


The Dyak head hunter when he goes 


hunting takes a large basket with him, 
in which to place his trophies. 
He 


slings this over his shoulder like a 
fishing basket, and throws heads into it 
with as little emotion as a German fish- 
erman would put a porgy in his basket. 
These receptacles are made of shells 
and wicker work, and are often very 
handsome. 


Head hunting among the Dyaks, al- 


though it originally proceeded from 
religious and political motives, soon ex- 
tended the circle of its victims, and the 
desire of possessing skulls became a 
passion. 
Every neighboring village 


was looked upon as hostile, and the 
heads of sleeping men were cut off. 


The Dyaks prepare for head hunting 


by religious consecration. 
They build 


themselves a hut with a roof on four 
posts, and the floor raised a yard high. 
The entrance Is barred with colls of 
rattan, which are hung with red flow- 
ers, young palm leaves and a quantity 
of little wooden images of swords, 
shields, spears flying, hornbllls and the 
like. 


Inside the hut are apcars, blow guns, 


quivers with freshly poisoned arrows, 
shields, swords and cuirasses enough 
to equip a band of bend hunters. la 
this hut the company stays for a period 
of four to six day«, according to tho 
omens. 
Before th«y leave it they hide 


In the ground a number of rudely 
carv«d figures equal 
tn 
number to 


themselves, in ordtr to appelae the 
evil spirits. 


No man who doeo not belong to tha 


band Is allowed to approach the balei 
hut under pain of death.

Gen. Lawton's estimate is 100,000. 


If a call for volunteers is made it 


must be made very soon. Army officers 
believe it will be difficult to get men 
to enlist in organizations officered by 
volunteers. Their experience during 
the war with Spain did not inspire con- 
fidence. 


Owing to the urgent representations 


of Gen. Otis, the War Department has 
ordered the Sfhendan to sail June 7 
with 2,000 recruits now at San Fran- 
cisco.

It was the original intention to have 
the Sheridan take the Nineteenth In- 
fantry oa the 15th of June, but the 
urgency of the occasion was such that 
the greatest possible despatch is being 
exercised la sending reinforcements.

Last March, at Montreal, the manage-

SHE LIVED IN GERAUNY. 


Had a Reputation for Honesty and 


Probity Which Enabled Her to 


Secure Victims Very Easily.

lu the early part of tlie nineteenth 


century there was a series of murder* 
eomiaitted In Germany which have 
given to the name of Anna Muria 
SSwanziger an unpleasant prominence 
in the ouuals of crime. Anna Maria 
Zwauziger, or Anna Sehouleben, as 
she called herself, was living iu ISO? 
In Bnireuth supporting herself by knit- 
ting. Her reputation for probity au<l 
ber exemplary mode of life induced 
Justice G laser, who was at that time 
separated from his wife, to take her aa 
his housekeeper in 1808. 
In July of 
that year Glaser was reconciled to his 
wife, through the efforts, it seems, of 
Auua Sfhouleben, but within a month 
after the wife's return she was sud- 
denly token sick, though a strong aud 
healthy woman, and died in a few 
days. Anna now left Closer's service 
and went to live as housekeeper with 
Justice Grohmann. He was o sufferer 
from gout and was confined to his bed. 
In May, 1809 after on illness of eleven 
days, accompanied by strange' symp- 
toms, he died, and his housekeeper ap- 
peared inconsolable. Her good name 
and her skill as a nnrse soon procured 
her another place, this time at Magis- 
trate Gebhard's boose, as nurse for his 
wife. 
Soon after her advent. Mine. 


Gebhard was seized with a violent ill- 
ness and died in great agony. At dif- 
ferent times within the next few 
months curious and suspicious symp- 
toms—vomiting, spasms, etc.—visited 
several persons in the house, guests as 
well as members of the household. 
Then a superstitious fear of the 


woman's unlucky presence, gradually 
deepening into distrust and suspicion, 
spread in the neighborhood, and Geb- 
hard was induced to dismiss Anna 
from his service. He gave her, how- 
ever, a written character for honesty 
and tldelity. But it was at her depar- 
ture the strangest occurences were no- 
ticed. On the morning of that day, it 
was afterward remembered, she had 
exceeded the usual limits of her du- 
ties: she had filled 
the kitchen 
salt 


box from the barrel and had taken 
pains to make for the two maids some 
coffee, which they drank. 
Leaving 


the house with every sign of cheerful- 
ness and affection, she took Gebhard's 
child in her arms as she, said farewell 
and gave it a biscuit soaked in milk. 
Scarcely half an hour had elapsed 
since her departure when the child be- 
came alarmingly ill; in a few hours 
the maids were attacked in a similar 
way, and the kitchen salt box, with 
the barrel, proved, upon examination, 
to contain a quantity of arsenic. When 
she was apprehended shortly after- 
ward a packet of arsenic was found in 
her pocket, and upon exhuming the 
bodies of Glascr, Grobmann and Geb- 
hnrd distinct trace0 of itrsenic were dis- 
covered lu two of the three cdrpses. 
She was taken before a magistrate, 
and here the peculiar features of con- 
tinental criminal procedure were strik- 
inuly brought out. 


The circumstantial evidence of mur- 


der against her was in reality not 
strong. 
Now, the favorite German 


mode of obtaining results in criminal 
coses is by some means or other to ex- 
tract a confession, and here, evidently, 
only a confession could furnish the 
necessary evidence. 
According to the 


most aproved methods, therefore, she 
was subjected to a long series of rigid 
examinations alone In the presence of 
the Judge and a notary. All the cun- 
ning and adroitness of the judge were 
brought to bear, lu order to entrap her 
Into a confession,-but for nearly six 
month's, from October 19, 1809, until 
April 1<J. 1810, she absolutely denied 
every form of the charge against her. 
The fact that poison had been found 
lu the two corpses was not announced 
to Anna Xwanziger until April 1G. This 
produced the desired effect, for after 
two hours of stubborn composure, she 
broke down, wept, wrung her hands, 
and at length confessed to all tho 
charges against her, and to several 
other murders that had passed for nat- 
ural deaths. On September 11,. 1811, 
she suffered death at the block, and 
her name is celebrated 
throughout 


Germany ns the most infamous poison- 
er over known. 
There can be no doubt that her men- 


tal constitution was peculiar. She had 
a passion for poisoning and spoke of 
her deeds as only "slight errors" and 
"trifling offenses," never expressing 
any remorse or repentenee. It was in- 
deed fortunate for mankind, as she 
said, that she was to die, for she never 
could have ceased to poison.

his mother.

His object lesson 


evidently proved more successful than 
his Spanish, and Enpnsh speech, for the 
mother soon returned his smile of ap- 
proval with a series of affirmative nods 
and "Si, Senors." 


Corporal Witt "^as gratified at the 


final success of his first interview, but 
before two more mothers had been in- 
structed he decided that in order to 
save time and trouble he would call a 
mothers' meeting aud explain the new 
law to all at one time.

preter he secured «.n elderly English 
negress from St. Thomas, who notified 
twenty-five mothers of the convention. 
They assembled in the back yard of a 
neighbor, and wondered, of course, the 
object of this unusual meeting.
